One of the things concerning wich it is 
‘difficult to get accurate information. army 
matters, is im regard to the losses of the re- 
ppective armies. Different parties assert the 
most contradictory statements, and the ub- 
lic have no means of knowing which are true. 
In regard to all matters of fact, the judg. 

of men differ. endilesely. o men 
see the same identical facts, report 
concerning them wide ss the moon apart. 
ia to 222 official reporta, they are seldom 
made public, at least, until long afterwards; 
and there is a well founded distrust of sach 
reports in the matter of numbers. Napoleon 
V said to have been accustomed to report his 
own losses at about one-third of their aetua! 
mumber, while he was careful to guess large 
enough ef to those of his enemy. When a 
report comes from the army oi the losses in 
@ battle, it-can seldom be other than a mere 
estimate ; and in regard to the enemy, it can 
oft@ be little more than mere guess work. 
here ie consequently the fullest opportunity 
for the imagination, and some dens fancies 
are very active. 

Since this campaign commenced we have 
had all sorte of reports of the losses of our 
armies. Six weeks ago it was given out that 
General Sherman, then near Resaca, had sent 
to the rear 16,000 wounded men. Such 4 
statement struck all observers with surprise, 
and even with dismay ; for if it was true, bie
